NEW YORK, Feb, 14.—Gen. Her- 


man Uhl, formerly business manager 
of the New York Staali-Zeitung, and a 
prominent member of the National 
Buards, accidentally and fatally shot 
bims If yesterday afternoon, at his 
home, 140 East Sixteenth street. 
His 


family, consisting or wife and three 
children, were preparing for a drive 
in Central Park, and Gen. Uhl, with 
liis brother-in-law, Otto Sorlorius.was 
cleaning some small arms in the back 
parlor. Gen. Uhl remembered a re- 
volver in a closet off the parlor, which 
he said, needed cleaning. He went to 
the closet. Suddenly the report of a 
pistol rang through the house, and 
Gen. 
Ulilstflggared out of the closet 


holding his hand to his left bieast.aud 
gaspefi: " Run for a doctor." 
He 


slowly ascended the staus to his bed- 
room. His wife, alarmed by the re- 
oort of bis pistol, met him and helped 
him to his room. Again he called for 
a doctor, and sa'id• "It is a pity I 
should die ia such a manner." 
Dr. 


Klotz quickly arrived, and a hasty ex- 
amination convinced him the wound 
was fatal. The bullet penetrated his 
left breast near the heart and passed 
through the b dy in the direction of 
the, right hip. To Gen-. Uln's inquiry 
whether lie could I've, Dr. Koltz shook 
his head sorrowfully, but said there 
was still hope. The General asked to 
be laid on his right side and in that 
position he expired in a few minutes, 
without again speaking.

Ifl 1797 
the crater of Tunguragua, one of the 
great peaks of the Andes, flung out tor 
rents of nud, which dammed up the 
rivers, opened new lakes, and in v;dle>:

Vesuvius, which, in 1873, passed tliroupl 
Torro del Greco, contained 33,000,W 
cubic feet of solid matter, and m 1793 
when Torro del Greto was destrojed f 
second time the mass of lava amounted 
to 45,000,000 cubic feet. 


In 1760 JEtna poured forth a Sow 


which covered eighty four square mile 
of surface. On this occasion the san< 
and scoria formed the Monte Bosini 
near Nichoiosa, a cone of two miles ii 
circumference, and four hundred fee 
high. The stream thrown out by JEtm 
in 1810 was in motion at the rate of one 
yard a day for nine months after the 
eruption, and it is on record that the 
lava of the same mountain, after a terri 
ble eruption, was not thoroughly coo 
and consolidated for ten years after the 
event. 


In the eruption of Vesuvius, A. E 


79. the scoria and ashes vomited fortl 
far exceeded the entire bulk of tht 
mountain; while in 1660 jEtnadisgorgea 
more than twenty times its own mass. 
Vesuvius has tent its ashes as far as 
Constantinople, Syria and Egypt; i 
hurled stones eight pounds in weight t 
Pompeii, ft distance of six miles, nher 
similar masses \vero tossed up two thou 
sand feet above the summit. Cotapax 
has projected a rock of one hundred cubi 
yards in volume, nine miles; and Sumba 
a a, in 1815, during the most terribl 
eruption on record, sent its aUies as fa 
as Java, a distance of three hundret 
miles of surface, and, out of a popula- 
tion of twelve thousand souls, onl 
twenty escaped.

"Do yer shoot?" 
"Not worth a continental." 
My years of assurance acquired as a 


correspondent, and my knowledge of ag- 
gressive characters, did not prevent me 
from feeling some uneasiness as I ob- 
served my interrogator's dextrous fingers 
slide to bis belt and grasp the hilt of his 
"whistler." A'n unpkatant termination 
of the conversation was avoided by flie 
strange appearance of a woman who 
stepped from the overland train, just 
then arrived, and directed her steps to- 
ward the saloon. She was rather a come- 
ly-ktoking female of thirty-eight or more, 
and evidently ill and buffering from the 
effects of an extended debauch.

The letters taken from the dead wo- 


man, which I hid been looking over, 
were mobtly answers to inquiries regard- 
ing the whereabouts of her husband. 
An unfinished letter of her own to some 
friends in. the ea*t, and dated a few days 
previous to her death, showed that to 
thib poor, lost creature, with the grasp 
of death upon her, there had come back 
to her the glory 'of her firt>t and only 
puie line, und the unconquerable desire 
to die at his feet, freed from the biuden 
of his curse Strangely enough, another 
ietter gave information of Bill Arra- 
btrong, and stated that he was li\mg 
near Boise City in Idaho. These two I 
read to the desperate man who sat before 
me, his burning eyes gleaming with pain 
aud his lips mute with anguish. When 
I ceased, he grasped my hand with, 
"Thank yer, bttanger," and left the room., 
I \\aUlied him mount his horse and ride 
ut i-to the black night. The Wolf was 
iStin on the trail 
The circumstances I have related weie 


vividly recalled to mind during my 
wosent visit to Battle Mountain by cas- 
ually overhearing an account of a fatal 
shooting affair between Bill Armstrong, 
tt mining speculator, and 3oe, th Wolf. 
at Boise Citj in 1878. 
Tlie detail* of the 


rencontre I give in the words ot the nar- 
rator, who «as au eyc-«itness: 


'Joe met Aiiiistiong on the sheet, and 


with the single excUAnation, Tin Aggie's 
husband!' pulled and fired. Fnni some 
unaccountable reason, he missed 
Arm- 


strong returned the fire, shooting Joe 
plumb through the heatt. He tell on 
one knee, and for n second, swayed like 
a reed before the storm. Grand in his 
physical strength, in the power of his 
:mte, he recovered himself. As from his 
ashen lips rang out the old cry: 'It's four- 
teen inches between my eyes and I smell 
like a wolf!' he fired, killing Armstrong 
instantly, and fell upon his face dead." 


Thoughtfully, to-day, I sought th« 


pauper's field, and stood before the rude 
pine headboard which bpic the name of 
her whose weakness had destroyed thres 
lives. It was almost hidden by clumps 
of sage-brush, which unsightly .ind pal 
lid green, were fitting growths of unhal- 
lowed ground.
